A n t -a Lra bathroom 1$ a-fine, convenient 
thing to have. But, except in the 
(urgent houses the floor space for a eon.

The big picture at the [eft shows a fuIL- 
star mode] of the in-line bathroom. The lav¬ 
atory in the renter is almost identical with 
LIKE s corner lavatory (/M^e of}). In the 
toilet r.omparlmcrtl a cabinet Juls been built 
in above the lank. The grille at the top of 
tliin cabinet is the minks.' for a fan which 
pulls air through the compartments, ex- 
hausling it up a vent pipe. Above she lava- 
tory and toilet is addi tional storage space. 
The three compartments of die in-line 
bathroom need not be pul in a row. One 
of the units can be placed at right angles 
around a corner or even be quite separate. 
Thus toilet and lavatory can he installed 
on one side of a room and the shower 
unit on the other, by using those shower 
and toilet units but substituting LIFE’s 
triangular corner lava Lory on one end, 
over-all dimensions of tin; In-line bathroom 
are reduced by about 13%.

EVERY PILOT who wings his 
Liberator or Fortress, over Ger¬ 
many or Japan knows what the 
joker in Air Power is. 

Every ground crewman whose 
job is to keep a Mustang, Thun¬ 
derbolt, or Corsair in hair-trigger 
fighting trim knows what it is. 
Every aircraft engineer who 
ever saw the inside of a wind tun¬ 
nel knows what it is. 

Do you know the joker in Air Power? 

It's very important that you should. For, partly because America 
forgot it [luring the prewar yE^rs, we came terribly close to losing 
thin war right at the start.

But as long as we mainlain our 
strength in the air, no aggressor nation in ifs right mind will dare 
think of attacking us. 

Air Power is Peace Power 

The backbone of Air Supremacy is a strong, indepemdent 
competitive aircraft industry, constantly working in research, 
in the improvement of production technique, and in the 
development of still finer planes. 

Rut we must understand that Air Power is a combination of ail 
then? things z a postwar Air Force, commercial air transport, 
a strong supporting aircraft industry with permanent facilities 
to meet any emergency, widespread personal flying, and a 
national air-minded way of thinking. 

When we understand this, we begin to realize that Air Power can 
be one nf America's soundest investments in the interests of a 
testing peace.

fast tray, a report on the number of unfilled hi mb (ratem in the nun-

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Dowding directed his RAF swarms. He was there os the famous oc* 
casion on Sept. 15 -when rhe Luftwaffe came roaring out of France in 
full strength, surged over Biggin liJII and fought to the outskirts of 
London, only ra cum away with iSj planes shot down in the attiuis. 

This was the decisive battle of the year, one of the derisive battles 
of history, Thereafter came the night bombing. Twice the Germans 
nearly got Churchill, On one occasion, while he was having dinner 
with friends at Mo. no, a heavy hotnh landed close by, blowing nuc 
the windows.

Searching for allies 

Meanwhile che great speeches followed one upon che other, like 
che colling of a mighty bell. All over the world, wherever English 
was understood, men of different faiths and parties stopped co hsten 
eo the erstwhile outcast. 1c was 00c only the eloquence char held 
them In this one beleaguered figure they recognized the will and 
purpose, pcrll-tp. even the coriJciciiw, not just ol England but of the 
whole Western liltera] wor Id- 

While the accents were Cromwellian, the spirit was mellow. "We 
shall forego our luxuries," he announced over the after-dinner 
brandy, "'but nor our pleasures. - ' Yet amid rhs crashing bombs an 
acute and concemrared intelligence worked as few men have ever 
worked, a drudge with a bottomless gusto for the day's business. 
Inside No. 10 he functioned with mol dike absorption Paper, the 
oLJiac of ntost statesmen, fell around Churchill almost like a ferti¬ 
lizing rain. One of his rules is that incoming memoranda be cov¬ 
ered by a precis of nor more than one page—bur lee die data be 
underneath. Churchill cuiromarily invokes a study i8th Cenfury 
protocol, writing shore elegant phrases on the margin: "Pray do 
this. ..." Should thesuh|ecc at hand demand more ck tensive ttear- 
menc, he will himself dictate a masterly memorandum at j I most 
telegraphic speed, pricking on cabinet minister, admiral, general and 
tired civil servant with absolute authority behind him. 

Opponents habitually gut direct treatment, Early in the war 
he summoned to No. to his propaganda director. In peacetime the 
head, of a great bus corporation, to com pi n in over the dreary' news 
being beamed into occupied Europe, When the official refused ra 
inject a more opti litis tic note into the broadcasts., claiming it would 
be a distortion of the truth, Churchill dismissed him out of handr 
"Never let that impeccable busman darken my door again,” 

In die sheer determination to get things done, Churchill often 
overshot hirusrif. only to he pulled up by a saving humility. Thus, 
when reports tame m that the Germans were miatncjtirig British 
prisoner., lac wrath:uIIy ordered the manacling of German prisoners 
til reprisal, The British press was horrified and, journeying up to 
Scotland one day in his privare- railroad carriage, he asked his 
■‘P. P, S," (Parliamentary Private Scenrtary}, Brigadier llarvic 
Ware, what he thought of it all, Waft mid he did not like it. The 
Prime Minister raged and Warf Subsided, The Prime Minister buried 
himself in his papers and no more was said for nn hour, Presen riy, he 
called softly, "Harvie ..." "Yes, sir . . ." "I am troubled hy 1 he 
poiriis yyu raise." 

No Englishman since Cromwell has ever had such power. As 
Prime Minister and VI inivtcr of ffcfenw he had che two moar power¬ 
ful portfolios in the government. It was an arrangement that suited 
Churchill's awtMfiric narurt- It permitted, him at the morning 
meetings to lay before the military a proposed line of aciion having 
War Cabinet KantTmci iri ivhic'l: admirals, grnreah and air marshals 
more than once Jc[cured a [*;i Churchilltau project- Retracing his 
steps in the afternoon, he eouId rum ap aL [he Cabinet to urge on 
behalf of the august chiefs of staff a policy in which the discerning 
likewise saw a fine CJburchiLlian hand. .As one critic remarked;,

The other two strands of his policy were to build up Britain's 
ciLght bomber squadrons with the hdp of bluff, rcd-fuLed 5 ir Arthur

and to hold open at all costs the sea Lanes the lanes which con¬ 
nected Sri tain with the outside world, For from The beg inning no 
one knew better than Churchill that Eritain's magnificent best was 
not good enough. As an orator he h;is m.ade much of Britain's stand 
"alone, ” But despite ibe bravado no Englishman ever cared less 
for the parr. England's traditional polity is to light with allies and 
—a point which is often overlooked—fo fight in a cause which will 
bring in allies. From rhe start of the war CUridgc’s. and other Lon¬ 
don hotels became the refuge of prince*, buy kings rfnd dowager 
queens of Europe, But the -allies which Churchill covered were 
Russia and the [J, S-— one separated hy s continent, the Other by 
an ocean. 

Germany's invasion of Russia was a windfall, though Oiurehill 
had for some time predicted ir. The winning of America was a more 
complicared business The rides in America were running strongly 
for England. Church til from the beginning set out ro harness ir. Once 
defending his policies when hard-pressed, he blurred our concerning 
America's entry into the war, "Thar is what 1 have dreamed of, 
aimed at and worked for, and now ir has come to pass." Bur his way 
was nor the way of p^opagand^ in the usual sense of that word. 
''Winston hate-S all forms of organised propaganda," one of his min¬ 
isters h*s Said, "He is too good at his own kind," kind con-

The mood may well have been set by Hopkins, who, 
on seeing some British marines sranonoJ outside the White House, 
remarked out of the corner of his mouth, ' How the he I did they get 
in here? The last time we had thetu afOurtd they burnt the place 
down.''

£aitvaSSiog supply problems. What joked Hopktns most was the 
"Prime's'' ability to wake clearheaded and come bouncing into his 
room In the curly morning with," Harry, what have you done :i ber.it 
that matcer we discussed last night?'" Church ill’s fondness for doing 
bis mornLEig work in a dressing gown finally resulted in a scene 
unique in American annuals. This was when Room-vcIt was wheeled 
into Churchill's room only to find him in the nude, about to begin 
shavtng. The Englishman wat quick to point out rhe historic sig- 
nibcanct, "This is probably flic only time in history," he declared, 
"when the Prime Minister of England has received the bead of an¬ 
other great srafe in the nude-" 

One prime result of these informal luce Lings was the setting up 
of rhe Combined Chiefs of Staff few which Churchill and General 
George C. Marshall deserve equal credit. The " broad division of 
the tasks" was decided then and there. Roosevelt backed him on the 
basic and politically difficult decision: to concentrate on Germany 
first, letting the Pacific war remitht a holding action ti.lL the LL S- 
fleet could bu rebuilt.
